The winter is past, and on the wdiola 
his herd has stood the season well, 
perhaps; now” he must look out that 
the quicksands do not swallow up 
what the blizzards have left.

When they try” to get out 
they are aiready too deep dowui, and 
are too wmak to make a prolonged 
struggle. 
After one or tw”o fits ol 
desperate tloundering, they resign 
themselves to their fate wuth dumb 
apathy and are lost, unless some one 
of us discovers them and hauls them 
out. 
They may be thus lost in wonder­ 
fully small mudholes. 
Often they 
w'ill be found dead in a gulch but two 
or three feet across, or in the quick­ 
sand of a creek so narrow that it 
could almost be jumped. 
An alkali 
hole, 
w’here the water oozes out 
through the thick clay, is the worst 
of all, owung to the ropy tenacity 
with wiiich the horrible substance 
sticks aud clings to any” unfortunate 
beast that gets into it. 
These mudholes cause very serious 
losses in the spring, and are at all 
times fruitful sources of danger. 
Indeed, during an ordinary year 
more cattle die from getting mired 
than from any other cause. 
The mudholes often prove very 
annoying also to the rider himself, 
as getting bis steed mired or caught 
in a quicksand is one of the common­ 
est of the accidents that beset a 
horseman in the far w”cst. 
This 
usually happens in fording a river, 
if it is at all high, or else in crossing 
one of the numerous creeks; but I 
once saw” ahorse and rider suddenly 
engulfed w’liile leisurely w’alking over 
what appeared to be dry” land. 
They had come to an alkali mud- 
hole, an old buffalo w'allow”, w-hich 
had filled up and w”as covered w’ith a 
sun-baked 
crust, 
that 
let 
them 
through as if they had stepped on a 
trap door. 
There being several of 
us along, w'c got down our ropes and 
dragged both unfortunates out in 
short order.
